This  station  consists  of  60  acres,  leased,  and  is  located  13^  miles  north  of  Ames,  equipped  with  a tem- 
porary laboratory  and  other  buildings;  used  in  investigation  of  hog  cholera;  under  the  Biochemic  Division 
of  the  bureau. 

Miles  City,  Mont.  J.  R.  Quesenberry,  in  Charge 

This  station  comprises  an  area  of  56,300  acres,  acquired  by  act  of  Congress  of  April  15,  1924,  transferring 
the  Fort  Keogh  Military  Reservation  to  this  department.  Experimental  investigations  are  conducted 
under  range  conditions  with  livestock  and  the  production  of  crops  in  connection  therewith.

Contains  44,810  acres,  28,160  acres  in  the  State  of  Idaho  having  been  withdrawn  by  the  President  on 
October  30,  1915^  and  16,650  acres  in  the  State  of  Montana  withdrawn  by  Executive  Order  of  December  19, 
1922.  Experiments  are  conducted  on  the  production  of  sheep  under  range  conditions. 

Middlebury,  Vt.  Earl  B.  Krantz,  in  Charge 

The  farm  known  as  the  U.  S.  Morgan  Horse  Farm  comprises  952  acres,  435  of  which  were  donated  by 
Joseph  Battell,  February  1,  1907,  and  517  acres  were  purchased  under  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  4,  1917. 
The  premises  are  used  for  investigational  work  with  horses  and  sheep,  primarily,  with  a small  number  of 
dual-purpose  cattle,  and  hogs. 

Glendale,  Ariz.  Burt  W.  Heywang,  in  Charge 

This  station  contains  10  acres  of  land  donated  by  the  town  of  Glendale  in  1921.  Experiments  are  con- 
ducted in  the  feeding  and  breeding  of  poultry  under  southwestern  conditions. 

Jeanerette,  La.  W.  T.  Cobb,  Acting  in  Charge 

This  station  contains  505  acres  of  land  held  conditionally  by  the  department.  Experiments  are  con- 
ducted in  cooperation  with  the  Louisiana  State  Experiment  Station,  relating  to  cooperative  phases  of  live- 
stock production,  including  parasite  control,  in  the  cane-sugar  districts  of  the  Southern  States. 

McNeill,  Miss.  S.  W.  Greene,  in  Charge 

This  station  contains  approximately  1,100  acres  owned  and  620  acres  leased  by  the  Mississippi  State 
Experiment  Station,  which  are  set  aside  for  cooperative  investigations.  Investigational  work  with  beef 
cattle,  swine,  and  sheep,  including  feed  and  forage  production,  is  conducted  in  cooperation  with  the  Missis- 
sippi Experiment  Station,  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  and  the  Forest  Service.
